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STATE  EMPLOYMENT  AND  METROPOLITAN  AREA  UNEMPLOYMENT:  JANUARY  1994 


Nonfarm  payroll  employment  was  higher  in  January  than  a  year  earlier  in  47  states,  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  reported  today. 


Monthly  payroll  employment  data  are  available  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  for  all  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  permitting  current,  as  well  as  over-the-year,  comparisons  of  the  data.  The  state 
data  are  intended  for  individual  state  analyses  only.  Because  the  state  data  are  not  designed  for  national 
aggregation,  a  summation  could  present  a  misleading  picture  of  national  trends.  (See  Technical  Note.) 


Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  (Not  Seasonally  Adjusted! 

Payroll  employment,  as  measured  by  the  monthly  survey  of  nonfarm  establishments,  increased  by  2.0 
percent  or  more  between  January  of  1993  and  1994  in  34  states.  The  largest  percentage  increases 
occurred  in  Nevada  (8.0  percent),  Idaho  (7.0  percent),  and  Utah  (6.3  percent).  The  largest  percentage 
declines  were  recorded  in  the  District  of  Columbia  (-1.5  percent)  and  California  (-1.3  percent). 

Construction  employment  was  up  in  more  than  four-fifths  of  the  states;  22  of  these  had  increases  in 
excess  of  8  percent.  Virtually  all  states  reported  over-the-year  employment  gains  in  services,  and  at  least 
40  states  had  increases  in  transportation  and  public  utilities,  trade,  finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate,  and 
government.  About  three-fifths  of  the  states  showed  gains  in  manufacturing  employment  over  the  year. 


Changes  in  State  and  Area  Estimates 

All  state  estimates  of  nonfarm  payroll  emplo>ment  in  this  news  release  have  been  adjusted  to  March  1993 
benchmark  levels  derived  from  the  Unemplo>ment  Insurance  (UI)  tax  reports.  These  revisions  affect  data  from 
April  1992  forward. 

Seasonally  adjusted  emplo\Tnent  data  from  January'  1989  forward  have  been  revised  to  incorporate  the 
annual  recomputation  of  seasonal  adjustment  factors.  Also,  BLS  has  introduced  a  new  two-step  seasonal  adjust¬ 
ment  process  for  nonfarm  pa\Toll  estimates.  This  new  process  continues  to  use  UI  seasonal  trends  to  adjust  the 
benchmarked  historical  data  and  introduces  the  use  of  sample  trends  to  adjust  the  current  sample-based  estimates 
for  July  1993  forward.  This  technique  yields  an  improved  seasonally  adjusted  series  for  analyzing  over-the- 
month  employment  change.  For  more  information,  call  the  Division  of  Monthly  Industry  Emplo\ment  Statistics

Estimates  for  state  labor  force  data  have  been  revised.  The  revision  stems  from  three  factors:  1)  The 
redesign  of  the  Current  Population  Survey  (CPS):  2)  the  implementation  of  improved  regression  models;  and  3) 
the  introduction  of  1990  census-based  population  controls,  adjusted  for  the  estimated  undercount.  Sub-state  data 
also  have  been  affected,  since  they  are  controlled  to  state  totals.  Data  for  metropolitan  areas  reflect  new  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  definitions. 
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Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  (Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Over  the  August-to-January  period,  when  payroll  employment  growth  was  strong  nationally,  43 
states  experienced  job  gains.  Twenty-seven  of  these  43  states  had  increases  in  each  of  these  months. 
Construction  employment  increased  in  about  two-thirds  of  the  states  over  this  5-month  period, 
particularly  in  the  Mountain  region  of  the  country.  Services  employment  was  up  in  42  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  (Not  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Of  the  196  areas  for  which  January  data  are  available,  35  areas  had  unemployment  rates  of  8.5 
percent  or  higher,  while  47  had  rates  of  5.0  percent  or  below.  Atlantic-Cape  May,  N.J.  had  the  highest 
unemployment  rate  (1 1.9  percent),  followed  closely  by  Vineland-Millville-Bridgeton,  N.J.  (1 1.7  percent), 
and  Wheeling,  W.Va.-Ohio  (11.5  percent).  The  lowest  rates  were  in  Sioux  Falls,  S.D.  (2.3  percent),  and 
Madison,  Wis.  (2.5  percent). 

January  1994  data  on  unemployment  by  state  and  area  cannot  be  directly  compared  with  prior 
estimates  because  of  the  introduction  of  a  number  of  significant  methodological  changes.  (See  the  box 
note.) 


With  the  release  of  February  data  on  March  30,  the  “State  Employment  and  Metropolitan  Area  Unem¬ 
ployment”  and  the  “Unemployment  in  States”  news  releases  will  be  combined,  and  the  title  will  be  changed  back 
to  “State  and  Metropolitan  Area  Employment  and  Unemployment.”

Technical  Note 


This  release  presents  nonfarm  payroll  employment  estimates  by 
major  industry  group  for  states  (seasonally  adjusted  in  table  1  and  not 
seasonally  adjusted  in  table  2)  from  the  Current  Employment  Statistics 
(CES)  programs.  In  addition,  unemployment  rates  (not  seasonally 
adjusted)  for  states  and  selected  metropolitan  areas,  from  the  Current 
Population  Survey  (CPS)  and  the  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics 
(LAUS)  program  are  presented  in  table  3.  The  CPS  is  a  sample  survey 
of  households  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics.  The  CES  and  LAUS  programs  are  both  Federal- 
State  cooperative  endeavors. 

Employment — from  the  CES  program 

Definitions.  Employment  data  shown  in  this  release  refer  to 
persons  on  establishment  payrolls  who  receive  pay  for  any  part  of  the 
pay  period  which  includes  the  12  th  of  the  month,  except  for  Federal 
Government  employment,  which  represents  the  number  of  persons 
who  occupied  positions  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Persons  are 
counted  at  their  place  of  work  rather  than  at  their  place  of  residence; 
those  appearing  on  more  than  one  payroll  are  counted  on  each  payroll. 
Industries  are  classified  on  the  basis  of  their  principal  product  or 
activity. 

Method  of  estimation.  The  employment  data  are  estimated  using 
a  “link  relative”  technique  in  which  a  ratio  (link  relative)  of  current- 
month  employment  to  that  of  the  previous  month  is  computed  from  a 
sample  of  establishments  reporting  for  both  months.  The  estimates  of 
employment  for  the  current  month  are  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
estimates  for  the  previous  month  by  these  ratios. 

Annual  revisions.  Employment  estimates  are  adjusted  annually  to 
a  complete  count  of  jobs,  called  benchmarks,  derived  principally  from 
tax  reports  which  are  submitted  by  employers  who  are  covered  under 
state  unemployment  insurance  (UI)  laws.  The  benchmark  information 
is  used  to  adjust  the  monthly  estimates  between  the  new  benchmark 
and  the  preceding  one  and  also  to  establish  the  level  of  employment  for 
the  new  benchmark  month.  Thus,  the  benchmarking  process  establishes 
the  level  of  employment,  and  the  sample  is  used  to  measure  the  month- 
to-month  changes  m  the  level  for  the  subsequent  months. 

Seasonal  adjustment.  Seasonally  adjusted  payroll  employment 
estimates  are  computed  by  aggregating  independently  adjusted  series. 
Revisions  of  historical  data  for  the  most  recent  5  years  are  made  once 
a  year,  coincident  with  annual  benchmark  adjustments.  Seasonally 
adjusted  payroll  employment  estimates  are  only  available  at  statewide 
levels  for  major  industry  divisions. 

Caution  on  aggregating  state  data  State  estimation  procedures 
are  designed  to  produce  accurate  data  for  each  individual  state.  BLS 
independently  develops  a  national  employment  series;  state  estimates 
are  not  forced  to  sum  to  national  totals  nor  vice  versa.  Because  each 
state  series  is  subject  to  larger  sampling  and  nonsampling  errors  than 
the  national  series,  summing  them  cumulates  individual  state  level 
errors  and  can  cause  significant  distortions  at  an  aggregate  level.  Due 
to  these  statistical  limitations,  BLS  does  not  compile  a  "sum-of-states" 
employment  series,  and  cautions  users  that  such  a  series  is  subject  to 
a  relatively  large  and  volatile  error  structure. 


Unemployment— from  the  CPS  and  LAUS  program 

Definitions.  The  unemployment  data  shown  in  this  release  are 
based  on  the  same  concepts  and  definitions  as  those  used  for  the 
official  national  estimates  obtained  from  the  CPS. 

Method  of  estimation.  For  1 1  large  states — California,  Florida, 
Illinois,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 
Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  Texas — and  2  sub-state  areas — 
New  York  City  and  the  Los  Angeles-Long  Beach  metropolitan  area — 
the  CPS  monthly  sample  size  is  sufficiently  large  to  obtain  the 
estimates  directly  from  the  survey.  For  the  remaining  39  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  all  other  substate  areas,  data  are  produced 
using  estimating  techniques  which  utilize  data  from  several  sources, 
including  the  CPS,  CES,  and  UI  data.  Descriptions  of  the  estimation 
procedures  for  states  and  areas  are  available  from  BLS  upon  request. 

Annual  revisions.  Unemployment  rates  shown  for  the  prior  year 
reflect  adjustments  made  at  the  end  of  each  year,  usually  with  January 
estimates.  Data  for  states  which  do  not  use  the  monthly  CPS  estimates 
directly  are  adjusted  annually  to  equal  the  CPS  annual  averages  for 
each  state,  usually  with  January  estimates.  Substate  area  data  are 
adjusted  to  revised  state  totals. 

Reliability  of  the  estimates 

The  estimates  presented  in  this  release  are  based  on  sample  survey 
and  administrative  data  and  thus  are  subject  not  only  to  sampling,  but 
also  other  types  of  errors,  such  as  those  which  can  be  introduced  in  the 
collection  and  processing  operations. 

Employment  estimates.  Although  measures  of  sampling  error  are 
not  available  for  state  CES  data,  the  relatively  large  size  of  the  samples 
maintained  by  the  state  agencies  and  the  annual  adjustment  of 
employment  estimates  to  more  recent  benchmark  levels  assure  a  high 
degree  of  accuracy.  Information  on  recent  benchmark  revisions  for 
states  is  available  upon  request. 

Unemployment  estimates.  Measures  of  sampling  error,  in  the 
form  of  standard  errors,  for  state  annual  average  CPS  estimates  are 
available  in  the  annual  BLS  bulletin.  Geographic  Profile  ofEmployment 
and  Unemployment.  Sampling  error  measures  for  monthly  estimates 
for  1 1  large  states  and  2  areas  obtained  directly  from  the  CPS  are 
available  upon  request.  Error  measures  are  unavailable  for  sub-state 
areas  but  are  undoubtedly  substantial,  because  of  the  special 
estimation  processes  used  and  the  small  size  of  many  areas.

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STATE  EMPLOYMENT  AND  METROPOLITAN  AREA  UNEMPLOYMENT:  DECEMBER  1993 

Nonfarm  payroll  employment  was  higher  in  December  than  a  year  earlier  in  44  states,  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  reported  today. 

Monthly  payroll  employment  data  are  available  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  for  all  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  permitting  current,  as  well  as  over-the-year,  comparisons  of  the  data.  The  state 
data  are  intended  for  individual  state  analyses  only.  Because  the  state  data  are  not  designed  for  national 
aggregation,  a  summation  could  present  a  misleading  picture  of  national  trends.  (See  Technical  Note.) 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  (Not  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Payroll  employment,  as  measured  by  the  monthly  survey  of  nonfarm  establishments,  increased  by 
2.0  percent  or  more  between  December  of  1992  and  1993  in  19  states.  The  largest  percentage 
increases  occurred  in  Utah  (6.9  percent),  Nevada  (5.1  percent),  and  New  Mexico  (4.3  percent).  The 
largest  declines  were  recorded  in  Hawaii  (-1.7  percent),  Connecticut  (-1.6  percent),  and  California 
(-1.3  percent).  Florida  had  the  largest  numerical  gain  over  the  year  (150,000),  followed  by  Texas 
(140,000)  and  Georgia  (100,000).  The  largest  decline  in  employment  for  this  period  occurred  in 
California  (-160,000). 

Construction  employment  was  up  in  more  than  four-fifths  of  the  states;  14  of  these  increases  were  in 
excess  of  8  percent.  Virtually  all  states  reported  over-the-year  employment  gains  in  services,  and  39 
states  had  increases  in  trade,  finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate,  and  government.  About  three-fifths  of 
the  states  showed  small  gains  in  manufacturing  employment  over  the  year. 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  ( Seasonally  Adjusted') 

Over  the  August-to-December  period,  when  payroll  employment  growth  was  strong  nationally, 

46  states  experienced  job  gains.  Thirty-two  states  gained  jobs  in  each  of  these  months.  Construction 
employment  increased  in  four-fifths  of  the  states  over  this  4-month  period,  particularly  in  the  Mountain 
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and  all  four  central  regions  of  the  country.  Services  employment  was  up  in  48  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  (Not  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Of  the  272  metropolitan  areas  for  which  December  data  are  available,  25  areas  had  unemployment  rates  of 
8.5  percent  and  higher,  while  1 12  areas  had  rates  of  5.0  percent  or  below.  Modesto,  Calif.,  had  the  highest 
unemployment  rate  (15.5  percent),  followed  by  Salinas-Seaside-Monterey,  Calif  (15.4  percent),  and  McAllen- 
Edinburg-Mission,  Tex.  (14.4  percent).  The  lowest  rates  were  in  Iowa  City,  Iowa  (1.2  percent),  Lincoln,  Neb. 
(1.6  percent),  and  Madison,  Wis.  (1.9  percent).  Twenty-six  areas  had  over-the-year  rate  declines  of 
2.0  percentage  points  or  more,  while  only  two  areas  had  increases  of  this  magnitude.  Sharon,  Pa.  had  the  largest 
over-the-year  decline  in  its  unemployment  rate  (3.8  percentage  points). 


The  State  Employment  and  Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  release  for  January  1 994  will  be  issued  on 
Tuesday,  March  10,  1994. 


Planned  Changes  in  State  and  Area  Estimates 

Beginning  with  the  release  of  data  for  January  1994  in  March,  estimates  for  state  labor  ! 
force  data  will  be  revised.  The  revision  stems  from  three  factors:  1)  The  results  of  a 
major  redesign  of  the  Current  Population  Survey  (CPS);  2)  the  implementation  of 
improved  regression  models;  and  3)  the  introduction  of  1990  census-based  population 
controls,  adjusted  for  the  estimated  undercount.  The  CPS  redesign  will  affect  both  the  1 1 
large  states,  whose  estimates  come  directly  from  the  CPS,  and  the  remaining  39  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia,  for  which  estimates  are  made  using  regression  techniques  in 
which  the  CPS  data  are  inputs.  Based  on  an  intensive  period  of  research  and  testing,  new 
regression  models  are  being  implemented  for  the  39  nondirect-use  states  and  the  District 
of  Columbia.  (More  information  on  the  regression  models  is  available  from  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics,  Division  of  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics,  202-606-6405.) 

Monthly  historical  series  from  1978  through  1993  will  be  replaced  with  reestimated  series 
based  on  the  new  models.  These  series  will  also  be  reseasonally  adjusted  based  on 
recomputed  seasonal  adjustment  factors.  The  introduction  of  1990  census-based 
population  figures,  adjusted  for  the  estimated  population  undercount,  affects  data  for  all 
states  from  1990  forward.  Sub-state  data  will  also  be  affected  since  they  are  controlled  to 
state  totals.  Data  for  metropolitan  areas  will  reflect  new  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  (OMB)  definitions. 

All  nonfarm  payroll  employment  estimates  will  be  adjusted  to  March  1993  benchmark 
levels.  These  revisions  will  affect  data  from  April  1992  forward.  Seasonally  adjusted 
employment  data  from  January  1989  forward  will  be  revised  to  incorporate  the 
recomputation  of  seasonal  adjustment  factors. 

Beginning  with  the  release  on  March  30  of  February  data,  the  “Unemployment  in 
States”  and  the  “State  Employment  and  Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment”  news  releases 
will  once  again  be  combined,  and  the  title  will  be  changed  back  to  “State  and  Metropolitan 
Area  Employment  and  Unemployment.” 
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Technical  Note 


This  release  presents  nonfarm  payroll  employment  estimates  by 
major  industry  group  for  states  (seasonally  adjusted  in  table  1  and  not 
seasonally  adj usted  m  table  2 )  from  the  C urrent  Employment  Statistics 
(CES)  programs.  In  addition,  unemployment  rates  (not  seasonally 
adjusted)  for  states  and  selected  metropolitan  areas,  from  the  Current 
Population  Survey  (CPS)  and  the  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics 
(LAUS)  program  are  presented  in  table  3.  The  CPS  is  a  sample  survey 
of  households  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics.  The  CES  and  LAUS  programs  are  both  Federal- 
State  cooperative  endeavors. 

Employment— from  the  CES  program 

Definitions.  Employment  data  shown  in  this  release  refer  to 
persons  on  establishment  payrolls  who  receive  pay  for  any  part  of  the 
pay  period  which  includes  the  12th  of  the  month,  except  for  Federal 
Government  employment,  which  represents  the  number  of  persons 
who  occupied  positions  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Persons  are 
counted  at  their  place  of  work  rather  than  at  their  place  of  residence; 
those  appearing  on  more  than  one  payroll  are  counted  on  each  payroll. 
Industries  are  classified  on  the  basis  of  their  principal  product  or 
activity. 

Method  of  estimation.  The  employment  data  are  estimated  using 
a  “link  relative”  technique  in  which  a  ratio  (link  relative)  of  current- 
month  employment  to  that  of  the  previous  month  is  computed  from  a 
sample  of  establishments  reporting  for  both  months.  The  estimates  of 
employment  for  the  current  month  are  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
estimates  for  the  previous  month  by  these  ratios. 

Annual  revisions.  Employment  estimates  are  adj  usted  annually  to 
a  complete  count  of  jobs,  called  benchmarks,  derived  principally  from 
tax  reports  which  are  submitted  by  employers  who  are  covered  under 
state  unemployment  insurance  (UI)  laws.  The  benchmark  information 
is  used  to  adjust  the  monthly  estimates  between  the  new  benchmark 
and  the  preceding  one  and  also  to  establish  the  level  of  employment  for 
the  new  benchmark  month .  Thus,  the  benchmarking  process  establishes 
the  level  of  employment,  and  the  sample  is  used  to  measure  the  month- 
to-month  changes  in  the  level  for  the  subsequent  months. 

Seasonal  adjustment.  Seasonally  adjusted  payroll  employment 
estimates  are  computed  by  aggregating  independently  adjusted  series. 
Revisions  of  historical  data  for  the  most  recent  5  years  are  made  once 
a  year,  coincident  with  annual  benchmark  adjustments.  Seasonally 
adjusted  payroll  employment  estimates  are  only  available  at  statewide 
levels  for  major  industry  divisions. 

Caution  on  aggregating  state  data  State  estimation  procedures 
are  designed  to  produce  accurate  data  for  each  individual  state.  BLS 
independently  develops  a  national  employment  series;  state  estimates 
are  not  forced  to  sum  to  national  totals  nor  vice  versa.  Because  each 
state  series  is  subject  to  larger  sampling  and  nonsampling  errors  than 
the  national  senes,  summing  them  cumulates  individual  state  level 
errors  and  can  cause  significant  distortions  at  an  aggregate  level.  Due 
to  these  statistical  limitations,  BLS  does  not  compile  a  "sum-of-states" 
employment  series,  and  cautions  users  that  such  a  series  is  subject  to 
a  relatively  large  and  volatile  error  structure. 


Unemployment— from  the  CPS  and  LAUS  program 

Definitions.  The  unemployment  data  shown  in  this  release  are 
based  on  the  same  concepts  and  definitions  as  those  used  for  the 
official  national  estimates  obtained  from  the  CPS. 

Method  of  estimation.  For  1 1  large  states — California,  Florida, 
Illinois,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 
Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  Texas — and  2  sub-state  areas — 
New’  York  City  and  the  Los  Angeles-Long  Beach  metropolitan  area — 
tire  CPS  monthly  sample  size  is  sufficiently  large  to  obtain  the 
estimates  directly  from  the  survey.  For  the  remaining  39  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  all  other  substate  areas,  data  are  produced 
using  estimating  techniques  which  utilize  data  from  several  sources, 
including  the  CPS,  CES,  and  UI  data.  Descriptions  of  the  estimation 
procedures  for  states  and  areas  are  available  from  BLS  upon  request. 

Annual  revisions.  Unemployment  rates  shown  for  the  prior  year 
reflect  adjustments  made  at  the  end  of  each  year,  usually  with  January 
estimates.  Data  for  states  which  do  not  use  the  monthly  CPS  estimates 
directly  are  adjusted  annually  to  equal  the  CPS  annual  averages  for 
each  state,  usually  with  January  estimates.  Substate  area  data  are 
adjusted  to  revised  state  totals. 

Reliability  of  the  estimates 

The  estimates  presented  in  this  release  are  based  on  sample  survey 
and  administrative  data  and  thus  are  subject  not  only  to  sampling,  but 
also  other  types  of  errors,  such  as  those  which  can  be  introduced  in  the 
collection  and  processing  operations. 

Employment  estimates.  Although  measures  of  sampling  error  are 
not  available  for  state  CES  data,  the  relatively  large  size  of  the  samples 
maintained  by  the  state  agencies  and  the  annual  adjustment  of 
employment  estimates  to  more  recent  benchmark  levels  assure  a  high 
degree  of  accuracy.  Information  on  recent  benchmark  revisions  for 
states  is  available  upon  request. 

Unemployment  estimates.  Measures  of  sampling  error,  in  the 
form  of  standard  errors,  for  state  annual  average  CPS  estimates  are 
available  in  the  annual  BLS  bulletin.  Geographic  Profile  ofEmployment 
and  Unemployment.  Sampling  error  measures  for  monthly  estimates 
for  1 1  large  states  and  2  areas  obtained  directly  from  the  CPS  are 
available  upon  request.  Error  measures  are  unavailable  for  sub-state 
areas  but  are  undoubtedly  substantial,  because  of  the  special 
estimation  processes  used  and  the  small  size  of  many  areas.

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STATE  EMPLOYMENT  AND  METROPOLITAN  AREA  UNEMPLOYMENT:  NOVEMBER  1993 

Nonfarm  payroll  employment  was  higher  in  November  than  a  year  earlier  in  44  states,  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  reported  today. 

Monthly  payroll  employment  data  are  available  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  for  all  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  permitting  current,  as  well  as  over-the-year,  comparisons  of  the  data.  The  state 
data  are  intended  for  individual  state  analyses  only.  Because  the  state  data  are  not  designed  for  national 
aggregation,  a  summation  could  present  a  misleading  picture  of  national  trends.  (See  Technical  Note.) 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  fNot  Seasonally  Adjusted! 

Payroll  employment,  as  measured  by  the  monthly  survey  of  nonfarm  establishments,  increased  by  2.0 
percent  or  more  in  16  states  from  November  1992  to  November  1993.  The  largest  percentage  increases 
occurred  in  Utah  (6.2  percent),  New  Mexico  (3.6  percent),  and  Nevada  (3.5  percent).  The  largest 
declines  were  recorded  in  Connecticut  (-1.8  percent)  and  California  and  Hawaii  (both  -1.4  percent). 
Texas  had  the  largest  numerical  gain  over  the  year  (about  150,000),  followed  by  Florida  (140,000)  and 
Georgia  (100,000).  The  largest  decline  in  employment  for  this  period  occurred  in  California  (-170,000). 

Over  the  year,  construction  employment  was  up  in  more  than  four- fifths  of  the  states;  13  states  had 
increases  exceeding  8  percent.  Virtually  all  states  reported  employment  gains  in  services,  and  35  states 
had  increases  in  trade,  in  finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate,  and  in  government.  About  half  of  the  states 
showed  small  gains  in  manufacturing  employment.  Six  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  had  payroll 
employment  losses  over  the  year;  all  also  had  job  losses  in  manufacturing. 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  ^Seasonally  Adjusted! 

From  mid- 1993  (June)  to  November,  44  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  experienced  overall 
employment  gains.  Nine  states  gained  jobs  in  each  of  these  months.  Construction  employment  increased 
in  four-fifths  of  the  states  over  this  period,  particularly  in  the  Mountain  and  central  regions  of  the  country 
Employment  in  services  increased  in  48  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  over  this  period. 
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Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  fNot  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Of  the  272  metropolitan  areas  for  which  November  data  are  available,  27  areas  had  unemployment  rates  of 
8.5  percent  or  higher,  while  108  had  rates  of  5.0  percent  or  below.  McAllen-Edinburg-Mission,  Tex.,  had  the 
highest  unemployment  rate  (16.0  percent),  followed  closely  by  Modesto,  Calif.  (15.6  percent).  Iowa  City, 
Iowa,  and  Lincoln,  Neb.,  tied  for  the  lowest  rate  at  1.3  percent,  followed  by  Madison,  Wis.,  at  1.9  percent. 

From  November  1992  to  November  1993,  30  metropolitan  areas  had  declines  in  their  unemployment  rates 
of  2.0  percentage  points  or  more,  while  no  area  had  an  increase  of  this  magnitude.  Vineland-Millville- 
Bridgetown,  N.J.,  had  the  largest  over-the-year  decline — 4. 1  percentage  points.

Planned  Changes  in  State  and  Area  Estimates 

Beginning  with  the  release  of  data  for  January  1994  in  March,  estimates  for  state  labor 
force  data  will  be  revised.  The  revision  stems  from  three  factors:  1)  The  results  of  a 
major  redesign  of  the  Current  Population  Survey  (CPS);  2)  the  implementation  of 
improved  regression  models;  and  3)  the  introduction  of  1990  census-based  population 
controls,  adjusted  for  the  estimated  undercount.  The  CPS  redesign  will  affect  both  the  1 1 
large  states,  whose  estimates  come  directly  from  the  CPS,  and  the  remaining  39  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia,  for  which  estimates  are  made  using  regression  techniques  in 
which  the  CPS  data  are  inputs.  Based  on  an  intensive  period  of  research  and  testing,  new 
regression  models  are  being  implemented  for  the  39  nondirect-use  states  and  the  District 
of  Columbia.  (More  information  on  the  regression  models  is  available  from  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics,  Division  of  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics,  202-606-6405.) 
Monthly  historical  series  from  1978  through  1993  will  be  replaced  with  reestimated  series 
based  on  the  new  models.  These  series  will  be  reseasonally  adjusted  based  on  recomputed 
seasonal  adjustment  factors.  The  introduction  of  1990  census-based  population  figures, 
adjusted  for  the  estimated  population  undercount,  affects  data  for  all  states  from  1 990 
forward.  Sub-state  data  will  also  be  affected  since  they  are  controlled  to  state  totals. 

Data  for  metropolitan  areas  will  reflect  new  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
definitions. 

All  nonfarm  payroll  employment  estimates  will  be  adjusted  to  March  1 993  benchmark 
levels.  These  revisions  will  affect  data  from  April  1992  forward.  Seasonally  adjusted 
employment  data  from  January  1989  forward  will  be  revised  to  incorporate  the 
recomputation  of  seasonal  adjustment  factors. 

Beginning  with  the  release  on  March  30  of  February  data,  the  “Unemployment  in 
States”  and  the  “State  Employment  and  Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment”  news  releases 
will  once  again  be  combined,  and  the  title  will  be  changed  back  to  “State  and  Metropolitan 
Area  Employment  and  Unemployment.” 
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Technical  Note 


This  release  presents  nonfarm  payroll  employment  estimates  by 
major  industry  group  for  states  (seasonally  adjusted  in  table  1  and  not 
seasonally  adj  usted  in  table  2 )  from  the  Current  Employment  Statistics 
(CES)  programs.  In  addition,  unemployment  rates  (not  seasonally 
adjusted)  for  states  and  selected  metropolitan  areas,  from  the  Current 
Population  Survey  (CPS)  and  the  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics 
(LAUS)  program  are  presented  in  table  3 .  The  CPS  is  a  sample  survey 
of  households  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics.  The  CES  and  LAUS  programs  are  both  Federal- 
State  cooperative  endeavors. 

Employment— from  the  CES  program 

Definitions.  Employment  data  shown  in  this  release  refer  to 
persons  on  establishment  payrolls  who  receive  pay  for  any  part  of  the 
pay  period  which  includes  the  12th  of  the  month,  except  for  Federal 
Government  employment,  which  represents  the  number  of  persons 
who  occupied  positions  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Persons  are 
counted  at  their  place  of  work  rather  than  at  their  place  of  residence; 
those  appearing  on  more  than  one  payroll  are  counted  on  each  payroll. 
Industries  are  classified  on  the  basis  of  their  principal  product  or 
activity. 

Method  of  estimation.  The  employment  data  are  estimated  using 
a  “link  relative”  technique  in  which  a  ratio  (link  relative)  of  current- 
month  employment  to  that  of  the  previous  month  is  computed  from  a 
sample  of  establishments  reporting  for  both  months.  The  estimates  of 
employment  for  the  current  month  are  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
estimates  for  the  previous  month  by  these  ratios. 

Annual  revisions.  Employment  estimates  are  adjusted  annually  to 
a  complete  count  of  jobs,  called  benchmarks,  derived  principally  from 
tax  reports  which  are  submitted  by  employers  who  are  covered  under 
state  unemployment  insurance  (UI)  laws.  The  benchmark  information 
is  used  to  adjust  the  monthly  estimates  between  the  new  benchmark 
and  the  preceding  one  and  also  to  establish  the  level  of  employment  for 
the  new  benchmark  month.  Thus,  the  benchmarking  process  establishes 
the  level  of  employment,  and  the  sample  is  used  to  measure  the  month- 
to-month  changes  in  the  level  for  the  subsequent  months. 

Seasonal  adjustment.  Seasonally  adjusted  payroll  employment 
estimates  are  computed  by  aggregating  independently  adjusted  series. 
Revisions  of  historical  data  for  the  most  recent  5  years  are  made  once 
a  year,  coincident  with  annual  benchmark  adjustments.  Seasonally 
adjusted  payroll  employment  estimates  are  only  available  at  statewide 
levels  for  major  industry  divisions. 

Caution  on  aggregating  state  data.  State  estimation  procedures 
are  designed  to  produce  accurate  data  for  each  individual  state.  BLS 
independently  develops  a  national  employment  series;  state  estimates 
are  not  forced  to  sum  to  national  totals  nor  vice  versa.  Because  each 
state  series  is  subject  to  larger  sampling  and  nonsampling  errors  than 
the  national  series,  summing  them  cumulates  individual  state  level 
errors  and  can  cause  significant  distortions  at  an  aggregate  level.  Due 
to  these  statistical  limitations,  BLS  does  not  compile  a  "sum-of- states" 
employment  series,  and  cautions  users  that  such  a  series  is  subject  to 
a  relatively  large  and  volatile  error  structure. 


Unemployment— from  the  CPS  and  LAUS  program 

Definitions.  The  unemployment  data  shown  in  this  release  are 
based  on  the  same  concepts  and  definitions  as  those  used  for  the 
official  national  estimates  obtained  from  the  CPS. 

Method  of  estimation.  For  1 1  large  states — California,  Florida, 
Illinois,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 
Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  Texas — and  2  sub-state  areas — 
New  York  City  and  the  Los  Angeles-Long  Beach  metropolitan  area — 
the  CPS  monthly  sample  size  is  sufficiently  large  to  obtain  the 
estimates  directly  from  the  survey.  For  the  remaining  39  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  all  other  substate  areas,  data  are  produced 
using  estimating  techniques  which  utilize  data  from  several  sources, 
including  the  CPS,  CES,  and  UI  data.  Descriptions  of  the  estimation 
procedures  for  states  and  areas  are  available  from  BLS  upon  request. 

Annual  revisions.  Unemployment  rates  shown  for  the  prior  year 
reflect  adjustments  made  at  the  end  of  each  year,  usually  with  January 
estimates.  Data  for  states  which  do  not  use  the  monthly  CPS  estimates 
directly  are  adjusted  annually  to  equal  the  CPS  annual  averages  for 
each  state,  usually  with  January  estimates.  Substate  area  data  are 
adjusted  to  revised  state  totals. 

Reliability  of  the  estimates 

The  estimates  presented  in  this  release  are  based  on  sample  survey 
and  administrative  data  and  thus  are  subject  not  only  to  sampling,  but 
also  other  types  of  errors,  such  as  those  which  can  be  introduced  in  the 
collection  and  processing  operations. 

Employment  estimates.  Although  measures  of  sampling  error  are 
not  available  for  state  CES  data,  the  relatively  large  size  of  the  samples 
maintained  by  the  state  agencies  and  the  annual  adjustment  of 
employment  estimates  to  more  recent  benchmark  levels  assure  a  high 
degree  of  accuracy.  Information  on  recent  benchmark  revisions  for 
states  is  available  upon  request. 

Unemployment  estimates.  Measures  of  sampling  error,  in  the 
form  of  standard  errors,  for  state  annual  average  CPS  estimates  are 
available  in  the  annual  BLS  bulletin.  Geographic  Profile  ofEmployment 
and  Unemployment.  Sampling  error  measures  for  monthly  estimates 
for  1 1  large  states  and  2  areas  obtained  directly  from  the  CPS  are 
available  upon  request.  Error  measures  are  unavailable  for  sub-state 
areas  but  are  undoubtedly  substantial,  because  of  the  special 
estimation  processes  used  and  the  small  size  of  many  areas.

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STATE  EMPLOYMENT  AND  METROPOLITAN  AREA 
UNEMPLOYMENT:  OCTOBER  1993 

Nonfarm  payroll  employment  was  higher  in  October  than  a  year  earlier  in  44  states,  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  reported  today. 

Monthly  payroll  employment  data  are  available  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  for  all  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  permitting  current,  as  well  as  over-the-year,  comparisons  of  the  data.  These  state 
data  are  intended  for  individual  state  analyses  only,  not  for  national  aggregation.  Thus,  any  summation  of 
them  could  present  a  misleading  picture  of  national  trends.  (See  Technical  Note.) 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  fNot  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Payroll  employment,  as  measured  by  the  monthly  survey  of  nonfarm  establishments,  increased  by 
2.0  percent  or  more  between  October  of  1992  and  1993  in  17  states,  14  of  which  were  west  of  the 
Mississippi  River.  In  percentage  terms,  the  largest  increases  were  in  Utah  (5.0  percent),  New  Mexico 
(4.2  percent),  and  Nevada  (3.8  percent).  Connecticut  (-1.7  percent)  and  California  (-1.4  percent) 
reported  the  largest  percentage  declines.  Florida  and  Texas  had  the  largest  numerical  job  gains  over  the 
year  (each  about  140,000).  The  largest  employment  decline  occurred  in  California  (-170,000). 

(See  table  2.) 

Virtually  all  states  reported  over-the-year  employment  gains  in  services,  and  44  or  more  states  had 
increases  in  trade,  in  finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate,  and  in  government.  Construction  employment 
was  up  in  almost  three-fourths  of  the  states;  12  of  these  had  increases  of  over  9  percent.  About  half  of 
the  states  showed  small  gains  in  manufacturing  employment  over  the  year. 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  f Seasonally  Adjusted! 

Over-the-month  changes  in  employment  were  positive  in  all  but  three  states  and  were,  for  the  most 
part,  small.  From  September  to  October  1993,  employment  increased  by  1.0  percent  or  more  in  the 
District  of  Columbia  (1.8  percent)  and  in  four  states — Nevada  (1.5  percent),  Maine  (1.2  percent),  Idaho 
(1.1  percent),  and  New  Hampshire  (1.0  percent).  Three  states  have  gained  jobs  in  each  of  the  last 
5  months — North  Carolina,  North  Dakota,  and  Utah. 
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Over  the  past  5  months,  from  May  to  October  1993,  almost  four-fifths  of  the  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  realized  overall  employment  gains.  Construction  employment  increased  in  two-thirds  of  the 
states  over  this  period,  particularly  in  the  Mountain  and  all  four  Central  regions  of  the  country.  Services 
employment  increased  in  47  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  over  this  period. 

Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  (Not  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Of  the  272  metropolitan  areas  for  which  October  data  are  available,  35  areas  had  unemployment  rates 
of  8.5  percent  or  higher,  while  102  had  rates  of  5.0  percent  or  below.  Modesto,  Calif.,  had  the  highest 
unemployment  rate  (16.1  percent),  followed  by  McAllen-Edinburg-Mission,  l  ex.  (15.6  percent),  and 
Bakersfield,  Calif.  (15.4  percent).  The  lowest  rate  was  in  Iowa  City,  Iowa  (1.4  percent),  followed  by 
Lincoln,  Neb.,  and  Madison,  Wis.  (both  1.7  percent),  and  Sioux  Falls,  S.D.  (1.9  percent). 

Between  October  of  1992  and  1993,  18  metropolitan  areas  had  declines  in  their  unemployment  rates 
of  2.0  percentage  points  or  more,  while  only  5  areas  had  increases  of  this  magnitude.  Kokomo,  Ind., 
reported  the  largest  year-to-year  decline — 4.6  percentage  points.

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Technical  Note 


This  release  presents  nonfarm  payroll  employment  estimates  by 
major  industry'  group  for  states  (seasonally  adjusted  in  table  1  and  not 
seasonally  adjusted  in  table  2)  from  the  Current  Employment  Statistics 
(CES)  programs.  In  addition,  unemployment  rates  (not  seasonally 
adjusted)  for  states  and  selected  metropolitan  areas,  from  the  Current 
Population  Survey  (CPS )  and  the  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics 
(LAUS)  program  are  presented  in  table  3.  The  CPS  is  a  sample  survey 
of  households  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics.  The  CES  and  LAUS  programs  are  both  Federal- 
State  cooperative  endeavors. 

Employment — from  the  CES  program 

Definitions.  Employment  data  shown  in  this  release  refer  to 
persons  on  establishment  payrolls  who  receive  pay  for  any  part  of  the 
pay  period  which  includes  the  12th  of  the  month,  except  for  Federal 
Government  employment,  which  represents  the  number  of  persons 
who  occupied  positions  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Persons  are 
counted  at  their  place  of  work  rather  than  at  their  place  of  residence; 
those  appearing  on  more  than  one  payroll  are  counted  on  each  payroll. 
Industries  are  classified  on  the  basis  of  their  principal  product  or 
activity. 

Method  of  estimation.  The  employment  data  are  estimated  using 
a  “link  relative”  technique  in  which  a  ratio  (link  relative)  of  current- 
month  employment  to  that  of  the  previous  month  is  computed  from  a 
sample  of  establishments  reporting  for  both  months.  The  estimates  of 
employment  for  the  current  month  are  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
estimates  for  the  previous  month  by  these  ratios. 

Annual  revisions.  Employment  estimates  are  adjusted  annually  to 
a  complete  count  of  jobs,  called  benchmarks,  derived  principally  from 
tax  reports  which  are  submitted  by  employers  who  are  covered  under 
state  unemployment  insurance  (UI)  laws.  The  benchmark  information 
is  used  to  adjust  the  monthly  estimates  between  the  new  benchmark 
and  the  preceding  one  and  also  to  establish  the  level  of  employment  for 
the  new  benchmark  month.  Thus,  the  benchmarking  process  establishes 
the  level  of  employment,  and  the  sample  is  used  to  measure  the  month- 
to-month  changes  in  the  level  for  the  subsequent  months. 

Seasonal  adjustment.  Seasonally  adjusted  payroll  employment 
estimates  are  computed  by  aggregating  independently  adjusted  series. 
Revisions  of  historical  data  for  the  most  recent  5  years  are  made  once 
a  year,  coincident  with  annual  benchmark  adjustments.  Seasonally 
adjusted  payroll  employment  estimates  are  only  available  at  statewide 
levels  for  major  industry  divisions. 

Caution  on  aggregating  state  data.  State  estimation  procedures 
are  designed  to  produce  accurate  data  for  each  individual  state.  BLS 
independently  develops  a  national  employment  series;  state  estimates 
are  not  forced  to  sum  to  national  totals  nor  vice  versa.  Because  each 
state  series  is  subject  to  larger  sampling  and  nonsampling  errors  than 
the  national  series,  summing  them  cumulates  individual  state  level 
errors  and  can  cause  significant  distortions  at  an  aggregate  level.  Due 
to  these  statistical  limitations,  BLS  does  not  compile  a  Hsum-of-states" 
employment  series,  and  cautions  users  that  such  a  series  is  subject  to 
a  relatively  large  and  volatile  error  structure. 


Unemployment — from  the  CPS  and  LAUS  program 

Definitions.  The  unemployment  data  shown  in  this  release  are 
based  on  the  same  concepts  and  definitions  as  those  used  for  the 
official  national  estimates  obtained  from  the  CPS. 

Method  of  estimation.  For  1 1  large  states — California,  Florida, 
Illinois,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 
Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  Texas — and  2  sub-state  areas — 
New  York  City  and  the  Los  Angeles-Long  Beach  metropolitan  area — 
the  CPS  monthly  sample  size  is  sufficiently  large  to  obtain  the 
estimates  directly  from  the  survey.  For  the  remaining  39  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  all  other  substate  areas,  data  are  produced 
using  estimating  techniques  which  utilize  data  from  several  sources, 
including  the  CPS,  CES,  and  UI  data.  Descriptions  of  the  estimation 
procedures  for  states  and  areas  are  available  from  BLS  upon  request. 

Annual  revisions.  Unemployment  rates  shown  for  the  prior  year 
reflect  adjustments  made  at  the  end  of  each  year,  usually  with  January 
estimates.  Data  for  states  which  do  not  use  the  monthly  CPS  estimates 
directly  are  adjusted  annually  to  equal  the  CPS  annual  averages  for 
each  state,  usually  with  January  estimates.  Substate  area  data  are 
adjusted  to  revised  state  totals. 

Reliability  of  the  estimates 

The  estimates  presented  in  this  release  are  based  on  sample  survey 
and  administrative  data  and  thus  are  subject  not  only  to  sampling,  but 
also  other  types  of  errors,  such  as  those  which  can  be  introduced  in  the 
collection  and  processing  operations. 

Employment  estimates.  Although  measures  of  sampling  error  are 
not  available  for  state  CES  data,  the  relatively  large  size  of  the  samples 
maintained  by  the  state  agencies  and  the  annual  adjustment  of 
employment  estimates  to  more  recent  benchmark  levels  assure  a  high 
degree  of  accuracy.  Information  on  recent  benchmark  revisions  for 
states  is  available  upon  request. 

Unemployment  estimates.  Measures  of  sampling  error,  in  the 
form  of  standard  errors,  for  state  annual  average  CPS  estimates  are 
available  in  the  annual  BLS  bulletin.  Geographic  Profile  ofEmployment 
and  Unemployment.  Sampling  error  measures  for  monthly  estimates 
for  1 1  large  states  and  2  areas  obtained  directly  from  the  CPS  are 
available  upon  request.  Error  measures  are  unavailable  for  sub-state 
areas  but  are  undoubtedly  substantial,  because  of  the  special 
estimation  processes  used  and  the  small  size  of  many  areas.

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STATE  EMPLOYMENT  AND  METROPOLITAN  AREA  UNEMPLOYMENT:  SEPTEMBER  1993 

Nonfarm  payroll  employment  was  higher  in  September  than  a  year  earlier  in  41  states,  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  reported  today. 

Monthly  payroll  employment  data  are  available  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  for  all  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  permitting  current,  as  well  as  over-the-year,  comparisons  of  the  data.  The  state 
data  are  intended  for  individual  state  analyses  only.  Because  the  state  data  are  not  designed  for  national 
aggregation,  a  summation  could  present  a  misleading  picture  of  national  trends.  (See  Technical  Note.) 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  fNot  Seasonally  Adjusted! 

Payroll  employment,  as  measured  by  the  monthly  survey  of  nonfarm  establishments,  increased  by 
2.0  percent  or  more  in  15  states  between  September  of  1992  and  of  1993.  The  largest  percent  increases 
occurred  in  Utah  (5.2  percent)  and  New  Mexico  (3.7  percent),  while  the  largest  declines  were  recorded 
in  Connecticut  (-2.1  percent),  California  (-1.4  percent),  and  Hawaii  (-1.4  percent).  The  largest  numerical 
job  gains  over  the  year  were  in  Texas  (156,000),  Florida  (1 19,000),  and  Georgia  (90,000).  The  largest 
decline  in  this  period  took  place  in  California  (-170,000).  (See  table  2.) 

States  in  the  Mountain,  West  North  Central,  and  South  Atlantic  regions  experienced  employment 
growth  in  most  industries  over  the  last  year.  Of  all  states,  Utah  had  the  highest  over-the-year  percent 
gains  in  trade,  transportation  and  public  utilities,  finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate,  and  services,  as  well 
as  ranking  second  in  the  construction  sector.  Florida,  North  Carolina,  and  Texas  are  three  large  states 
which  experienced  increases  in  all  major  industry  divisions. 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  f  Seasonally  Adjusted! 

Over-the-month  changes  in  employment  by  state  continued  to  be  small.  Most  states  had  seasonally 
adjusted  job  increases  from  August  to  September,  especially  in  the  Mountain  and  North  Central  regions. 
(See  table  1.)  Employment  declines  are  still  being  experienced  in  California  and  in  some  states  along  the 
east  coast. 


Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  fNot  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Of  the  272  metropolitan  areas  for  which  September  data  are  available,  3 1  areas  had  unemployment 
rates  of  8.5  percent  or  higher,  while  94  had  rates  of  5.0  percent  or  below.  McAllen-Edinburg-Mission, 
Tex.,  had  the  highest  unemployment  rate  (15.2  percent),  followed  by  Bakersfield,  Calif.  (13.3  percent), 
and  Modesto,  Calif.  (13.0  percent).  The  lowest  rate  was  in  Iowa  City,  Iowa  (1.4  percent),  followed  by 
Lincoln,  Neb.  (1.8  percent),  and  Madison,  Wis.  (1.9  percent). 

Between  September  of  1992  and  of  1993,  29  metropolitan  areas  had  declines  in  their  unemployment 
rates  of  2.0  percentage  points  or  more,  while  only  five  areas  had  increases  of  this  magnitude.  Miami- 
Hialeah,  Fla.,  reported  the  largest  year-to-year  decline — 4.6  percentage  points.

Technical  Note 


This  release  presents  nonfarm  payroll  employment  estimates  by 
major  industry  group  for  states  (seasonally  adjusted  in  table  1  and  not 
seasonally  adjusted  in  table  2)  from  the  Current  Employment  Statistics 
(CES)  programs.  In  addition,  unemployment  rates  (not  seasonally 
adjusted)  for  states  and  selected  metropolitan  areas,  from  the  Current 
Population  Survey  (CPS)  and  the  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics 
(LAUS)  program  are  presented  in  table  3 .  The  CPS  is  a  sample  survey 
of  households  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics.  The  CES  and  LAUS  programs  are  both  Federal- 
State  cooperative  endeavors. 

Employment— from  the  CES  program 

Definitions.  Employment  data  shown  in  this  release  refer  to 
persons  on  establishment  payrolls  who  receive  pay  for  any  part  of  the 
pay  period  which  includes  the  12th  of  the  month,  except  for  Federal 
Government  employment,  which  represents  the  number  of  persons 
who  occupied  positions  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Persons  are 
counted  at  their  place  of  work  rather  than  at  their  place  of  residence; 
those  appearing  on  more  than  one  payroll  are  counted  on  each  payroll. 
Industries  are  classified  on  the  basis  of  their  principal  product  or 
activity. 

Method  of  estimation.  The  employment  data  are  estimated  using 
a  “link  relative”  technique  in  which  a  ratio  (link  relative)  of  current- 
month  employment  to  that  of  the  previous  month  is  computed  from  a 
sample  of  establishments  reporting  for  both  months.  The  estimates  of 
employment  for  the  current  month  are  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
estimates  for  the  previous  month  by  these  ratios. 

Annual  revisions.  Employment  estimates  are  adjusted  annually  to 
a  complete  count  of  jobs,  called  benchmarks,  derived  principally  from 
tax  reports  which  are  submitted  by  employers  who  are  covered  under 
state  unemployment  insurance  (UI)  laws.  The  benchmark  information 
is  used  to  adjust  the  monthly  estimates  between  the  new  benchmark 
and  the  preceding  one  and  also  to  establish  the  level  of  employment  for 
the  new  benchmark  month.  Thus,  the  benchmarking  process  establishes 
the  level  of  employment,  and  the  sample  is  used  to  measure  the  month- 
to-month  changes  in  the  level  for  the  subsequent  months. 

Seasonal  adjustment.  Seasonally  adjusted  payroll  employment 
estimates  are  computed  by  aggregating  independently  adjusted  series. 
Revisions  of  historical  data  for  the  most  recent  5  years  are  made  once 
a  year,  coincident  with  annual  benchmark  adjustments.  Seasonally 
adjusted  payroll  employment  estimates  are  only  available  at  statewide 
levels  for  major  industry  divisions. 

Caution  on  aggregating  state  data.  State  estimation  procedures 
are  designed  to  produce  accurate  data  for  each  individual  state.  BLS 
independently  develops  a  national  employment  series;  state  estimates 
are  not  forced  to  sum  to  national  totals  nor  vice  versa.  Because  each 
state  series  is  subject  to  larger  sampling  and  nonsampling  errors  than 
the  national  series,  summing  them  cumulates  individual  state  level 
errors  and  can  cause  significant  distortions  at  an  aggregate  level.  Due 
to  these  statistical  limitations,  BLS  does  not  compile  a  "sum-of-states" 
employment  series,  and  cautions  users  that  such  a  series  is  subject  to 
a  relatively  large  and  volatile  error  structure. 


Unemployment — from  the  CPS  and  LAUS  program 

Definitions.  The  unemployment  data  shown  in  this  release  are 
based  on  the  same  concepts  and  definitions  as  those  used  for  the 
official  national  estimates  obtained  from  the  CPS. 

Method  of  estimation.  For  11  large  states — California,  Florida, 
Illinois,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 
Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  Texas — and  2  sub-state  areas — 
New  York  City  and  the  Los  Angeles-Long  Beach  metropolitan  area — 
the  CPS  monthly  sample  size  is  sufficiently  large  to  obtain  the 
estimates  directly  from  the  survey.  For  the  remaining  39  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  all  other  substate  areas,  data  are  produced 
using  estimating  techniques  which  utilize  data  from  several  sources, 
including  the  CPS,  CES,  and  UI  data.  Descriptions  of  the  estimation 
procedures  for  states  and  areas  are  available  from  BLS  upon  request. 

Annual  revisions.  Unemployment  rates  shown  for  the  prior  year 
reflect  adjustments  made  at  the  end  of  each  year,  usually  with  January 
estimates.  Data  for  states  which  do  not  use  the  monthly  CPS  estimates 
directly  are  adjusted  annually  to  equal  the  CPS  annual  averages  for 
each  state,  usually  with  January  estimates.  Substate  area  data  are 
adjusted  to  revised  state  totals. 

Reliability  of  the  estimates 

The  estimates  presented  in  this  release  are  based  on  sample  survey 
and  administrative  data  and  thus  are  subject  not  only  to  sampling,  but 
also  other  types  of  errors,  such  as  those  which  can  be  introduced  in  the 
collection  and  processing  operations. 

Employment  estimates.  Although  measures  of  sampling  error  are 
not  available  for  state  CES  data,  the  relatively  large  size  of  the  samples 
maintained  by  the  state  agencies  and  the  annual  adjustment  of 
employment  estimates  to  more  recent  benchmark  levels  assure  a  high 
degree  of  accuracy.  Information  on  recent  benchmark  revisions  for 
states  is  available  upon  request. 

Unemployment  estimates.  Measures  of  sampling  error,  in  the 
form  of  standard  errors,  for  state  annual  average  CPS  estimates  are 
available  in  the  annual  BLS  bulletin.  Geographic  Profile  ofEmployment 
and  Unemployment.  Sampling  error  measures  for  monthly  estimates 
for  1 1  large  states  and  2  areas  obtained  directly  from  the  CPS  are 
available  upon  request.  Error  measures  are  unavailable  for  sub-state 
areas  but  are  undoubtedly  substantial,  because  of  the  special 
estimation  processes  used  and  the  small  size  of  many  areas.

STATE  EMPLOYMENT  AND  METROPOLITAN  AREA 
UNEMPLOYMENT:  AUGUST  1993 

Nonfarm  payroll  employment  was  higher  in  August  than  a  year  earlier  in  4 1  states,  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  reported  today. 

Monthly  payroll  employment  data  are  available  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  for  all  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  permitting  current,  as  well  as  over-the-year,  comparisons  of  the  data.  The  state 
data  are  intended  for  individual  state  analyses  only.  Because  the  state  data  are  not  designed  for  national 
aggregation,  a  summation  could  present  a  misleading  picture  of  national  trends.  (See  Technical  Note.) 


Payroll  Employment  (Not  Seasonally  Adiustedl 


Payroll  employment,  as  measured  by  the  monthly  survey  of  nonfarm  establishments,  increased  by 
2.0  percent  or  more  between  August  of  1992  and  1993  in  9  states.  The  largest  percentage  increases 
occurred  in  Utah  (5. 1  percent),  New  Mexico  (3.3  percent),  and  Nevada  (3.0  percent).  The  largest 
percentage  declines  were  recorded  in  Connecticut  (-2.0  percent),  Hawaii  (-1.5  percent),  and  New  Jersey 
(-1.4  percent).  Florida  had  the  largest  numerical  job  gain  over  the  year  (about  130,000),  followed  by 
Texas  (120,000)  and  Georgia  (85,000).  The  largest  decline  in  employment  for  this  period  (-160,000) 
occurred  in  California.  (See  table  2.) 


Three-fifths  of  the  states  showed  over-the-year  losses  in  manufacturing.  Three-fourths  of  the  states 
had  gains  in  construction  jobs,  Nevada  reported  a  16.5  percent  increase  while  three  other  states  showed 
gains  of  more  than  10  percent.  Forty-six  states  had  over-the-year  gains  in  services;  about  two-thirds  of 
the  states  had  job  growth  in  government,  wholesale  and  retail  trade,  and  finance,  insurance,  and  real 
estate. 


Employment  growth  has  not  been  evenly  distributed  geographically.  The  strongest  growth  has  been 
in  the  mountain  and  southeastern  states,  while  moderate  growth  has  pervaded  the  nation’s  midsection. 
California,  Hawaii,  and  the  Northeast  have  experienced  employment  declines. 
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Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  (Seasonally  Adjusted) 

As  has  been  the  case  in  earlier  months  this  year,  employment  changes  were  quite  small  in  most  of  the 
states  from  July  to  August.  (See  table  1.)  Just  one  state  (Utah)  has  shown  employment  gains  in  each  of 
the  last  5  months,  and  only  two  states  (Alabama  and  New  Jersey)  have  experienced  continual  losses  over 
that  period. 

Effects  of  the  Midwest  floods  on  aggregate  employment  totals  appear  to  be  small.  Looking 
specifically  at  the  construction  industry,  which  would  be  involved  in  cleanup  activities  in  the  aftermath  of 
flood  damage,  employment  rose  moderately  in  Kansas  (2.4  percent)  and  was  up  slightly  in  Iowa 
(1.0  percent),  Missouri  (0.8  percent),  Illinois  (0.6  percent),  and  Wisconsin  (0.4  percent).  Construction 
employment  was  down  in  the  less  affected  states  in  the  region. 

Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  (Not  Seasonally  Adiustedl 

Of  the  272  metropolitan  areas  for  which  August  data  are  available,  39  areas  had  unemployment  rates 
of  8.5  percent  and  higher,  while  94  areas  had  rates  of  5.0  percent  or  below.  McAllen-Edinburg-Mission, 
Tex.  (15.1  percent),  had  the  highest  unemployment  rate,  followed  by  Modesto,  Calif.  (13.0  percent),  and 
Lakeland-Winter  Haven,  FI.,  and  Bakersfield,  Calif,  (both  12.8  percent).  The  lowest  rates  were  in  Iowa 
City,  Iowa,  and  Sioux  Falls,  S.D.  (both  1.5  percent).  Thirty-eight  areas  had  over-the-year  rate  declines  of 
2.0  percentage  points  or  more,  while  only  3  areas  had  increases  of  this  magnitude.  Flint,  Mich.,  had  the 
largest  over-the-year  decline  in  its  unemployment  rate  (4. 1  percentage  points). 


The  State  Employment  and  Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  release  for  September  1993  will  be 
issued  on  Wednesday,  November  17,  1993. 


Technical  Note 


This  release  presents  nonfarm  payroll  employment  estimates  by 
major  industry  group  for  states  (seasonally  adjusted  in  table  1  and  not 
seasonally  adjusted  in  table  2)  from  the  Current  Employment  Statistics 
(CES)  programs.  In  addition,  unemployment  rates  (not  seasonally 
adjusted)  for  states  and  selected  metropolitan  areas,  from  the  Current 
Population  Survey  (CPS)  and  the  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics 
(LAUS)  program  are  presented  in  table  3.  The  CPS  is  a  sample  survey 
of  households  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics.  The  CES  and  LAUS  programs  are  both  Federal- 
State  cooperative  endeavors. 

Employment— from  the  CES  program 

Definitions.  Employment  data  shown  in  this  release  refer  to 
persons  on  establishment  payrolls  who  receive  pay  for  any  part  of  the 
pay  period  which  includes  the  12th  of  the  month,  except  for  Federal 
Government  employment,  which  represents  the  number  of  persons 
who  occupied  positions  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Persons  arc 
counted  at  their  place  of  work  rather  than  at  their  place  of  residence; 
those  appearing  on  more  than  one  payroll  are  counted  on  each  payroll. 
Industries  are  classified  on  the  basis  of  their  principal  product  or 
activity. 

Method  of  estimation.  The  employment  data  are  estimated  using 
a  “link  relative”  technique  in  which  a  ratio  (link  relative)  of  cuiTent- 
month  employment  to  that  of  the  previous  month  is  computed  from  a 
sample  of  establishments  reporting  for  both  months.  The  estimates  of 
employment  for  the  current  month  are  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
estimates  for  the  previous  month  by  these  ratios. 

Annual  revisions.  Employment  estimates  are  adjusted  annually  to 
a  complete  count  of  jobs,  called  benchmarks,  derived  principally  from 
tax  reports  which  arc  submitted  by  employers  who  arc  covered  under 
state  unemployment  insurance  (UI)  laws.  The  benchmark  information 
is  used  to  adjust  the  monthly  estimates  between  the  new  benchmark 
and  the  preceding  one  and  also  to  establish  the  level  of  employment  for 
the  new  benchmark  month.  Thus,  the  benchmarking  process  establishes 
the  level  of  employment,  and  the  sample  is  used  to  measure  the  month- 
to-month  changes  in  the  level  for  the  subsequent  months. 

Seasonal  adjustment.  Seasonally  adjusted  payroll  employment 
estimates  are  computed  by  aggregating  independently  adjusted  series. 
Revisions  of  historical  data  for  the  most  recent  5  years  are  made  once 
a  year,  coincident  with  annual  benchmark  adjustments.  Seasonally 
adjusted  payroll  employment  estimates  are  only  available  at  statewide 
levels  for  major  industry  divisions. 

Caution  on  aggregating  state  data.  State  estimation  procedures 
are  designed  to  produce  accurate  data  for  each  individual  state.  BLS 
independently  develops  a  national  employment  series;  state  estimates 
are  not  forced  to  sum  to  national  totals  nor  vice  versa.  Because  each 
state  series  is  subject  to  larger  sampling  and  nonsampling  errors  than 
the  national  series,  summing  them  cummulates  individual  state  level 
errors  and  can  cause  significant  distortions  at  an  aggregate  level.  Due 
to  these  statistical  limitations.  BLS  does  not  compile  a  "sum-of-states" 
employment  series,  and  cautions  users  that  such  a  series  is  subject  to 
a  relatively  large  and  volatile  error  structure. 


Unemployment— from  the  CPS  and  LAUS  program 

Definitions.  The  unemployment  data  shown  in  this  release  are 
based  on  the  same  concepts  and  definitions  as  those  used  for  the 
official  national  estimates  obtained  from  the  CPS. 

Method  of  estimation.  For  1 1  large  states — California,  Florida, 
Dlinois,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 
Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  Texas — and  2  sub-state  areas — 
New  York  City  and  the  Los  Angeles-Long  Beach  metropolitan  area — 
the  CPS  monthly  sample  size  is  sufficiently  large  to  obtain  the 
estimates  directly  from  the  survey.  For  the  remaining  39  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  all  other  substate  areas,  data  arc  produced 
using  estimating  techniques  which  utilize  data  from  several  sources, 
including  the  CPS,  CES,  and  UI  data.  Descriptions  of  the  estimation 
procedures  for  states  and  areas  are  available  from  BLS  upon  request 

Annual  revisions.  Unemployment  rates  shown  for  the  prior  year 
reflect  adjustments  made  at  the  end  of  each  year,  usually  with  January 
estimates.  Data  for  states  which  do  not  use  the  monthly  CPS  estimates 
directly  are  adjusted  annually  to  equal  the  CPS  annual  averages  for 
each  state,  usually  with  January  estimates.  Substate  area  data  are 
adjusted  to  revised  state  totals. 

Reliability  of  the  estimates 

The  estimates  presented  in  this  release  are  based  on  sample  survey 
and  administrative  data  and  thus  are  subject  not  only  to  sampling,  but 
also  other  types  of  errors,  such  as  those  which  can  be  introduced  in  the 
collection  and  processing  operations. 

Employment  estimates.  Although  measures  of  sampling  error  are 
not  available  for  state  CES  data,  the  relatively  large  size  of  the  samples 
maintained  by  the  state  agencies  and  the  annual  adjustment  of 
employment  estimates  to  more  recent  benchmark  levels  assure  a  high 
degree  of  accuracy.  Information  on  recent  benchmark  revisions  for 
states  is  available  upon  request 

Unemployment  estimates.  Measures  of  sampling  error,  in  the 
form  of  standard  errors,  for  state  annual  average  CPS  estimates  are 
available  in  the  annual  BLS  bulletin.  Geographic  Profile  of  Employment 
and  Unemployment.  Sampling  error  measures  for  monthly  estimates 
for  1 1  large  states  and  2  areas  obtained  directly  from  the  CPS  are 
available  upon  request.  Error  measures  are  unavailable  for  sub-state 
areas  but  are  undoubtedly  substantial,  because  of  the  special 
estimation  processes  used  and  the  small  size  of  many  areas.

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STATE  EMPLOYMENT  AND  METROPOLITAN  AREA 
UNEMPLOYMENT:  JULY  1993 

Nonfarm  payroll  employment  was  higher  in  July  than  a  year  earlier  in  41  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  of  the  US.  Department  of  Labor  reported  today. 

Monthly  payroll  employment  data  are  available  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  for  all  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  permitting  current,  as  well  as  over-the-year,  comparisons  of  the  data.  The  state 
data  are  intended  for  individual  state  analyses  only.  Because  the  state  data  are  not  designed  for  national 
aggregation,  a  summation  could  present  a  misleading  picture  of  national  trends.  (See  Technical  Note.) 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  (Not  Seasonally  Adjusted^ 

Payroll  employment,  as  measured  by  the  monthly  survey  of  nonfarm  establishments,  increased  by 
2.0  percent  or  more  over  the  year  in  12  states.  The  largest  percentage  increases  occurred  in  Utah 
(4.8  percent).  New  Mexico  (3.1  percent),  and  Nevada  (2.9  percent).  The  largest  percentage  declines 
were  recorded  in  Connecticut  (-1.9  percent),  California  (-1.6  percent),  and  Hawaii  (-1.5  percent).  Texas 
and  Florida  added  the  most  jobs  (about  120,000  each)  over  the  past  year,  followed  by  Georgia  and  North 
Carolina  (about  80,000  each).  The  largest  over-the-year  decline  in  employment  (-190,000)  occurred  in 
California.  (See  table  2.) 

Three-fifths  of  the  states  showed  over-the-year  losses  in  manufacturing.  Three-fourths  of  the  states 
had  gains  in  construction  jobs,  with  five  states  having  increases  of  over  10  percent,  led  by  Nevada  with 
19  percent.  In  the  service-producing  sector,  nearly  nine-tenths  of  the  states  had  over-the-year 
employment  increases  in  services.  Seven-tenths  of  the  states  had  job  growth  in  finance,  insurance,  and 
real  estate  and  in  government,  while  three-fourths  had  gains  in  trade. 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  (Seasonally  Adjusted) 

July  employment  rose  over  the  month  in  36  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  with  16  states  having 
increases  of  0.4  percent  or  more.  Eleven  of  these  16  states  were  located  in  the  Mountain  and  South 
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Atlantic  regions.  Employment  declined  from  June  to  July  in  14  states;  only  three  states — Missouri, 
Nevada,  and  Vermont — had  declines  of  0.3  percent  or  more.  (See  table  1.) 


The  immediate  impact  on  nonfarm  employment  in  the  nine  states  affected  by  the  recent  flooding 
appears  to  be  minimal.  Only  two  of  the  nine  flood-affected  states,  Missouri  (-0.3  percent)  and  Iowa 
(-0. 1  percent),  showed  an  over-the-month  decrease  in  employment. 


Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  (Not  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Of  the  272  metropolitan  areas  for  which  July  data  are  available,  45  areas  had  unemployment  rates  of 


8.5  percent  and  higher,  while  80  had  rates  of  5.0  percent  or  below.  Modesto,  Calif.,  had  the  highest 
unemployment  rate  (16.4  percent),  followed  by  McAllen-Edinburg-Mission,  Tex.  (16.3  percent),  and 
Bakersfield  and  Stockton,  Calif.  (14.7  and  14.6  percent,  respectively).  The  lowest  rate  was  in  Sioux 
Falls,  S.D.  (1.6  percent),  followed  by  Iowa  City,  Iowa  (1.7  percent),  and  Madison,  Wis.  (2.0  percent). 
Forty-five  areas  had  over-the-year  rate  declines  of  2.0  percentage  points  or  more,  while  only  eight  areas 
had  increases  of  this  magnitude. 


The  State  Employment  and  Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  release  for  August  1993  will  be  issued 
on  Tuesday,  October  19,  1993. 
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Technical  Note 


This  release  presents  nonfarm  payroll  employment  estimates  by 
major  industry  group  for  states  (seasonally  adjusted  in  table  1  and  not 
seasonally  adjusted  in  table  2)  from  the  Current  Employment  Statistics 
(CES)  programs.  In  addition,  unemployment  rates  (not  seasonally 
adjusted)  for  states  and  selected  metropolitan  areas,  from  the  Current 
Population  Survey  (CPS)  and  the  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics 
(LAUS)  program  are  presented  in  table  3.  The  CPS  is  a  sample  survey 
of  households  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics.  The  CES  and  LAUS  programs  are  both  Federal- 
State  cooperative  endeavors. 

Employment — from  the  CES  program 

Definitions.  Employment  data  shown  in  this  release  refer  to 
persons  on  establishment  payrolls  who  receive  pay  for  any  part  of  the 
pay  period  which  includes  the  12th  of  the  month,  except  for  Federal 
Government  employment,  which  represents  the  number  of  persons 
who  occupied  positions  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Persons  are 
counted  at  their  place  of  work  rather  than  at  their  place  of  residence; 
those  appearing  on  more  than  one  payroll  are  counted  on  each  payroll. 
Industries  are  classified  on  the  basis  of  their  principal  product  or 
activity. 

Method  of  estimation.  The  employment  data  arc  estimated  using 
a  “link  relative”  technique  in  which  a  ratio  (link  relative)  of  current- 
month  employment  to  that  of  the  previous  month  is  computed  from  a 
sample  of  establishments  reporting  for  both  months.  The  estimates  of 
employment  for  the  current  month  are  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
estimates  for  the  previous  month  by  these  ratios. 

Annual  revisions.  Employment  estimates  are  adjusted  annually  to 
a  complete  count  of  jobs,  called  benchmarks,  derived  principally  from 
tax  reports  which  are  submitted  by  employers  who  are  covered  under 
state  unemployment  insurance  (UI)  laws.  The  benchmark  information 
is  used  to  adjust  the  monthly  estimates  between  the  new  benchmark 
and  the  preceding  one  and  also  to  establish  the  level  of  employment  for 
the  new  benchmark  month.  Thus,  the  benchmarking  process  establishes 
the  level  of  employment,  and  the  sample  is  used  to  measure  the  month- 
to-month  changes  in  the  level  for  the  subsequent  months. 

Seasonal  adjustment.  Seasonally  adjusted  payroll  employment 
estimates  are  computed  by  aggregating  independently  adjusted  scries. 
Revisions  of  historical  data  for  the  most  recent  5  years  are  made  once 
a  year,  coincident  with  annual  benchmark  adjustments.  Seasonally 
adjusted  payroll  employment  estimates  are  only  available  at  statewide 
levels  for  major  industry  divisions. 

Caution  on  aggregating  state  data.  State  estimation  procedures 
are  designed  to  produce  accurate  data  for  each  individual  state.  BLS 
independently  develops  a  national  employment  series;  state  estimates 
are  not  forced  to  sum  to  national  totals  nor  vice  versa.  Because  each 
state  series  is  subject  to  larger  sampling  and  nonsampling  errors  than 
the  national  series,  summing  them  cummulatcs  individual  state  level 
errors  and  can  cause  significant  distortions  at  an  aggregate  level.  Due 
to  these  statistical  limitations,  BLS  does  not  compile  a  "sum-of-st&cs* 
employment  series,  and  cautions  users  that  such  a  series  is  subject  to 
a  relatively  large  and  volatile  error  structure. 


Unemployment — from  the  CPS  and  LAUS  program 

Definitions.  The  unemployment  data  shown  in  this  release  are 
based  on  the  same  concepts  and  definitions  as  those  used  for  the 
official  national  estimates  obtained  from  the  CPS. 

Method  of  estimation.  For  1 1  large  states — California,  Florida, 
Illinois,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 
Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  Texas — and  2  sub-state  areas — 
New  York  City  and  the  Los  Angeles-Long  Beach  metropolitan  area — 
the  CPS  monthly  sample  size  is  sufficiently  large  to  obtain  the 
estimates  directly  from  the  survey.  For  the  remaining  39  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  all  other  substate  areas,  data  are  produced 
using  estimating  techniques  which  utilize  data  from  several  sources, 
including  the  CPS,  CES,  and  UI  data.  Descriptions  of  the  estimation 
procedures  for  states  and  areas  are  available  from  BLS  upon  request. 

Annual  revisions.  Unemployment  rates  shown  for  the  prior  year 
reflect  adjustments  made  at  the  end  of  each  year,  usually  with  January 
estimates.  Data  for  states  which  do  not  use  the  monthly  CPS  estimates 
directly  are  adjusted  annually  to  equal  the  CPS  annual  averages  for 
each  state,  usually  with  January  estimates.  Substate  area  data  are 
adjusted  to  revised  state  totals. 

Reliability  of  the  estimates 

The  estimates  presented  in  this  release  are  based  on  sample  survey 
and  administrative  data  and  thus  are  subject  not  only  to  sampling,  but 
also  other  types  of  errors,  such  as  those  which  can  be  introduced  in  the 
collection  and  processing  operations. 

Employment  estimates.  Although  measures  of  sampling  error  are 
not  available  for  state  CES  data,  the  relatively  large  size  of  the  samples 
maintained  by  the  state  agencies  and  the  annual  adjustment  of 
employment  estimates  to  more  recent  benchmark  levels  assure  a  high 
degree  of  accuracy.  Information  on  recent  benchmark  revisions  for 
states  is  available  upon  request. 

Unemployment  estimates.  Measures  of  sampling  error,  in  the 
form  of  standard  errors,  for  state  annual  average  CPS  estimates  are 
available  in  the  annual  BLS  bulletin  ,GeographicProfileof Employment 
and  Unemployment.  Sampling  error  measures  for  monthly  estimates 
for  1 1  large  states  and  2  areas  obtained  directly  from  the  CPS  are 
available  upon  request.  Error  measures  are  unavailable  for  sub-state 
areas  but  are  undoubtedly  substantial,  because  of  the  special 
estimation  processes  used  and  the  small  size  of  many  areas.

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STATE  EMPLOYMENT  AND  METROPOLITAN  AREA 
UNEMPLOYMENT:  JUNE  1993 

Nonfarm  payroll  employment  was  higher  in  June  than  a  year  earlier  in  38  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  reported  today. 

Monthly  payroll  employment  data  are  available  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  for  all  states  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  permitting  current,  as  well  as  over-the-year,  comparisons  of  the  data.  The  state 
data  are  intended  for  individual  state  analyses  only.  Because  the  state  data  are  not  designed  for  national 
aggregation,  a  summation  could  present  a  misleading  picture  of  national  trends.  (See  Technical  Note.) 

'  "  Nonfann  Payroll  Employment  (Not  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Payroll  employment,  as  measured  by  the  monthly  survey  of  nonfarm  establishments,  increased  by 
2.0  percent  or  more  over  the  year  in  14  states.  The  largest  increases  occurred  in  Utah  (4.7  percent), 
Nevada  (3.8  percent),  and  Georgia  (2.7  percent).  The  largest  percentage  declines  took  place  in 
Connecticut  (-2.0  percent)  and  California  and  Hawaii  (both  -1.7  percent).  Texas  added  the  most  jobs 
(150,000)  over  the  past  year,  followed  closely  by  Florida  (120,000).  California  had  the  largest  over-the- 
year  decline  in  employment  (-210,000).  (See  table  2.) 

In  the  goods-producing  sector,  over  three-fifths  of  the  states  showed  over-the-year  losses  in 
manufacturing.  Seven-tenths  of  the  states  had  increases  in  construction  jobs,  with  five  states  having  gains 
of  over  10  percent,  led  by  Nevada  with  20  percent.  In  the  service-producing  sector,  all  but  two  states 
had  over-the-year  employment  increases  in  services,  and  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  states  reported  job 
growth  in  trade  and  government.  Over-the-year  employment  gains  in  finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate 
were  found  in  two-thirds  of  the  states. 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  (Seasonally  Adjusted) 


June  job  figures  showed  over-the-month  declines  among  all  the  states  along  the  Atlantic  coast  except 
for  Delaware,  Florida,  and  Georgia.  Declines  were  particularly  notable  in  the  Northeast.  Pacific  coast 
employment  also  remained  weak.  California  continued  its  almost  uninterrupted  job  loss  since  its  peak  in

July  1990;  in  June,  all  sectors  of  the  California  economy  lost  jobs,  with  the  exception  of  government 
which  was  unchanged.  (See  table  1.) 

The  June  figures  indicated  some  areas  of  job  growth,  but  without  a  particular  geographic 
concentration.  Gains  occurred  mostly  in  smaller  states,  with  the  largest  percentage  increases  taking  place 
in  Arizona  (0.8  percent)  and  Louisiana  and  South  Dakota  (both  0.5  percent).  Among  large  states, 

Florida  registered  the  strongest  May-June  job  gain. 

Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  (Not  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Of  the  272  metropolitan  areas  for  which  June  data  are  available,  50  areas  had  unemployment  rates  of 
8.5  percent  and  higher,  while  54  areas  had  rates  below  5.0  percent.  Modesto,  Calif.,  had  the  highest 
unemployment  rate  (18.5  percent),  followed  by  McAllen-Edinburg-Mission,  Tex.  (16.0  percent)  and 
Stockton,  Calif.  (15.7  percent).  The  lowest  rates  were  in  Iowa  City,  Iowa,  and  Sioux  Falls,  S.D.  (both 
1.9  percent),  followed  by  Madison,  Wis.  (2.4  percent).  Twenty-six  areas  had  over-the-year  rate  declines 
of  2.0  percentage  points  or  more,  while  only  two  areas  had  increases  of  that  magnitude.  (See  table  3.)

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Technical  Note 


This  release  presents  nonfarm  payroll  employment  estimates  by 
major  industry  group  for  states  (seasonally  adjusted  in  table  1  and  not 
seasonally  adjusted  in  table  2)  from  the  Current  Employment  Statistics 
(CES)  programs.  In  addition,  unemployment  rates  (not  seasonally 
adjusted)  for  states  and  selected  metropolitan  areas,  from  the  Current 
Population  Survey  (CPS)  and  the  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics 
(LAUS)  program  are  presented  in  table  3.  The  CPS  is  a  sample  survey 
of  households  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics.  The  CES  and  LAUS  programs  are  both  Federal- 
State  cooperative  endeavors. 

Employment — from  the  CES  program 

Definitions.  Employment  data  shown  in  this  release  refer  to 
persons  on  establishment  payrolls  who  receive  pay  for  any  part  of  the 
pay  period  which  includes  the  12th  of  the  month,  except  for  Federal 
Government  employment,  which  represents  the  number  of  persons 
who  occupied  positions  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Persons  are 
counted  at  their  place  of  work  rather  than  at  their  place  of  residence; 
those  appearing  on  more  than  one  payroll  are  counted  on  each  payroll. 
Industries  are  classified  on  the  basis  of  their  principal  product  or 
activity. 

Method  of  estimation.  The  employment  data  are  estimated  using 
a  "link  relative”  technique  in  which  a  ratio  (link  relative)  of  current- 
month  employment  to  that  of  the  previous  month  is  computed  from  a 
sample  of  establishments  reporting  for  both  months.  The  estimates  of 
employment  for  the  current  month  are  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
estimates  for  the  previous  month  by  these  ratios. 

Annual  revisions.  Employment  estimates  are  adjusted  annually  to 
a  complete  count  of  jobs,  called  benchmarks,  derived  principally  from 
tax  reports  which  are  submitted  by  employers  who  are  covered  under 
state  unemployment  insurance  (UI)  laws.  The  benchmark  information 
is  used  to  adjust  the  monthly  estimates  between  the  new  benchmark 
and  the  preceding  one  and  also  to  establish  the  level  of  employment  for 
the  new  benchmark  month.  Thus,  the  benchmarking  process  establishes 
the  level  of  employment,  and  the  sample  is  used  to  measure  the  month- 
to-month  changes  in  the  level  for  the  subsequent  months. 

Seasonal  adjustment.  Seasonally  adjusted  payroll  employment 
estimates  are  computed  by  aggregating  independently  adjusted  series. 
Revisions  of  historical  data  for  the  most  recent  5  years  are  made  once 
a  year,  coincident  with  annual  benchmark  adjustments.  Seasonally 
adjusted  payroll  employment  estimates  are  only  available  at  statewide 
levels  for  major  industry  divisions. 

Caution  on  aggregating  state  data.  State  estimation  procedures 
are  designed  to  produce  accurate  data  for  each  individual  state.  BLS 
independently  develops  a  national  employment  series;  state  estimates 
are  not  forced  to  sum  to  national  totals  nor  vice  versa.  Because  each 
state  series  is  subject  to  larger  sampling  and  nonsampling  errors  than 
the  national  series,  summing  them  cummulates  individual  state  level 
errors  and  can  cause  significant  distortions  at  an  aggregate  level.  Due 
to  these  statistical  limitations,  BLS  does  not  compile  a  "sum-of-states" 
employment  series,  and  cautions  users  that  such  a  series  is  subject  to 
a  relatively  large  and  volatile  error  structure. 


Unemployment— from  the  CPS  and  LAUS  program 

Definitions.  The  unemployment  data  shown  in  this  release  are 
based  on  the  same  concepts  and  definitions  as  those  used  for  the 
official  national  estimates  obtained  from  the  CPS. 

Method  of  estimation.  For  1 1  large  states — California,  Florida, 
Illinois,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 
Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  Texas — and  2  sub-state  areas — 
New  York  City  and  the  Los  Angeles-Long  Beach  metropolitan  area — 
the  CPS  monthly  sample  size  is  sufficiently  large  to  obtain  the 
estimates  directly  from  the  survey.  For  the  remaining  39  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  all  other  substate  areas,  data  are  produced 
using  estimating  techniques  which  utilize  data  from  several  sources, 
including  the  CPS,  CES,  and  UI  data.  Descriptions  of  the  estimation 
procedures  for  states  and  areas  are  available  from  BLS  upon  request 

Annual  revisions.  Unemployment  rates  shown  for  the  prior  year 
reflect  adjustments  made  at  the  end  of  each  year,  usually  with  January 
estimates.  Data  for  states  which  do  not  use  the  monthly  CPS  estimates 
directly  are  adjusted  annually  to  equal  the  CPS  annual  averages  for 
each  state,  usually  with  January  estimates.  Substate  area  data  are 
adjusted  to  revised  state  totals. 

Reliability  of  the  estimates 

The  estimates  presented  in  this  release  are  based  on  sample  survey 
and  administrative  data  and  thus  are  subject  not  only  to  sampling,  but 
also  other  types  of  errors,  such  as  those  which  can  be  introduced  in  the 
collection  and  processing  operations. 

Employment  estimates.  Although  measures  of  sampling  error  are 
not  available  for  state  CES  data,  the  relatively  large  size  of  the  samples 
maintained  by  the  state  agencies  and  the  annual  adjustment  of 
employment  estimates  to  more  recent  benchmark  levels  assure  a  high 
degree  of  accuracy.  Information  on  recent  benchmark  revisions  for 
states  is  available  upon  request 

Unemployment  estimates.  Measures  of  sampling  error,  in  the 
form  of  standard  errors,  for  state  annual  average  CPS  estimates  arc 
available  in  the  annual  B  LS  bulletin.  Geographic  Profile  of  Employment 
and  Unemployment.  Sampling  error  measures  for  monthly  estimates 
for  1 1  large  states  and  2  areas  obtained  directly  from  the  CPS  are 
available  upon  request.  Error  measures  are  unavailable  for  sub-state 
areas  but  are  undoubtedly  substantial,  because  of  the  special 
estimation  processes  used  and  the  small  size  of  many  areas.

Nonfarm  payroll  employment  was  higher  in  May  than  a  year  earlier  in  41  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  reported  today. 

Monthly  payroll  employment  data  now  are  available  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  for  all  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia,  permitting  current,  as  well  as  over-the-year,  comparisons  of  the  data.  The 
state  data  are  intended  for  individual  state  analyses  only.  Because  the  state  data  are  not  designed  for 
national  aggregation,  a  summation  could  present  a  misleading  picture  of  national  trends.  (See 
Technical  Note.) 

Nonfarm  Payroll  Employment  (Not  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Payroll  employment,  as  measured  by  the  monthly  survey  of  nonfarm  establishments,  increased  2.0 
percent  or  more  over  the  year  in  1 1  states.  The  largest  percentage  increases  occurred  in  Utah  (4. 1 
percent),  Nevada  (3.1  percent),  and  Idaho  (3.0  percent).  The  largest  percentage  declines  were  recorded 
in  Connecticut  (1.9  percent),  California  (1.6  percent),  and  Hawaii  (1.3  percent).  Texas  and  Florida 
have  added  the  most  jobs  over  the  past  year  (both  over  100,000).  The  largest  over-the-year  decline  in 
employment  (200,000)  occurred  in  California.  (See  table  2.) 

In  the  goods-producing  sector,  over  three-fifths  of  the  states  showed  over-the-year  losses  in 
manufacturing,  while  nearly  three-fourths  had  gains  in  construction.  Increases  in  construction  jobs 
were  above  2  percent  in  24  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia;  six  of  these  states  had  gains  ranging 
from  10  to  20  percent.  In  the  service-producing  sector,  all  but  two  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
had  over-the-year  employment  increases  in  services,  and  almost  three-fourths  of  the  states  reported  job 
growth  in  trade  and  government.  Over-the-year  employment  gains  in  finance,  insurance,  and  real 
estate  were  found  in  about  two-thirds  of  the  states.  Transportation  and  public  utilities  employment 
dropped  from  a  year  ago  in  more  than  half  the  states. 
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Non  farm  Payroll  Employment  (Seasonally  Adjusted) 

May  job  figures  showed  over-the-month  declines  (based  on  seasonally  adjusted  data)  among  many 
states  along  the  Eastern  seaboard,  particularly  in  the  Northeast.  The  Pacific  coast  also  experienced  some 
weakness;  most  notably,  California  continued  in  its  prolonged  employment  slump.  (See  table  1.) 

The  May  employment  picture  indicated  some  areas  of  job  growth,  but  without  a  particular 
geographic  concentration.  Among  large  states,  Michigan,  North  Carolina,  and  Pennsylvania  registered 
April-May  job  gains.  Gains  in  smaller  states  were  widely  dispersed,  with  the  largest  percentage 
increases  taking  place  in  New  Mexico,  Vermont,  and  Wyoming. 

Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  (Not  Seasonally  Adjusted) 

Of  the  272  metropolitan  areas  for  which  data  are  available,  40  areas  reported  May  unemployment 
rates  of  8.5  percent  and  higher,  while  63  areas  had  rates  below  5.0  percent.  The  highest  rates  were  in 
four  areas  in  California — Modesto  (17.7  percent),  Stockton  and  Bakersfield  (both  13.6  percent),  and 
Fresno  (13.4  percent),  and  one  area  in  Texas — McAllen-Edinburg-Mission  (13.3  percent).  The  lowest 
rate  was  in  Iowa  City,  Iowa  (1.9  percent),  followed  by  Sioux  Falls,  S.  Dak.,  and  Madison,  Wis.  (2.2  and 
2.4  percent,  respectively).  (See  table  3.) 


The  State  Employment  and  Metropolitan  Area  Unemployment  release  for  June  1993  will  be  issued 
on  Tuesday,  August  17,  1993. 


Change  in  Release  of  State  and  Metropolitan  Area  Data 


As  was  announced  earlier,  the  data  from  the  former  “State  and  Metropolitan  Area 
Employment  and  Unemployment”  news  release  are  now  being  presented  in  two  separate  releases. 
This  represents  the  initial  issuance  of  “State  Employment  and  Metropolitan  Area 
Unemployment.”  The  first  "Unemployment  in  States,"  which  also  contained  data  for  May,  was 
issued  on  June  30. 


Technical  Note 


This  release  presents  nonfarm  payroll  employment  estimates  by 
major  industry  group  for  states  (seasonally  adjusted  in  table  1  and  not 
seasonally  adjusted  in  table  2 )  from  the  Current  Employment  Statistics 
(CES)  program.  In  addition,  unemployment  rates  (not  seasonally 
adjusted)  for  states  and  selected  metropolitan  areas,  from  the  Current 
Population  Survey  (CPS)  and  the  Local  Area  Unemployment  Statistics 
(LAUS)  program  are  presented  in  table  3.  The  CPS  is  a  sample  survey 
of  households  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics.  The  CES  and  LAUS  programs  are  both  Federal- 
State  cooperative  endeavors. 

Employees  on  nonfarm  payrolls — from 
the  CES  program 

Definitions .  Employment  data  shown  in  this  release  refer  to  persons 
on  establishment  payrolls  who  receive  pay  for  any  part  of  the  pay  period 
which  includes  the  12  th  of  the  month,  except  for  Federal  Government 
employment,  which  represents  the  number  of  persons  who  occupied 
positions  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  Persons  are  counted  at  their  place 
of  work  rather  than  at  their  place  of  residence;  those  appearing  on  more 
than  one  payroll  are  counted  on  each  payroll.  Industries  are  classified  on 
the  basis  of  their  principal  product  or  activity. 

Method  of  estimation.  The  employment  data  are  estimated  using 
a  “link  relative”  technique  in  which  a  ratio  (link  relative)  of  current- 
month  employment  to  that  of  the  previous  month  is  computed  from  a 
sample  of  establishments  reporting  for  both  months.  The  estimates  of 
employment  for  the  current  month  are  obtained  by  multiplying  the 
estimates  for  the  previous  month  by  these  ratios.  The  sum  of  the  state 
CES  estimates  will  not  equal  the  national  CES  estimates  for  the  same 
series,  because  they  are  independently  produced  and  may  incorporate 
different  benchmark  and  other  estimation  techniques. 

Annual  revisions.  Employment  estimates  are  adjusted  annually  to 
a  complete  count  of  jobs,  called  benchmarks,  derived  principally  from 
tax  reports  which  are  submitted  by  employers  who  are  covered  under 
state  unemployment  insurance  (UI)  laws.  The  benchmark  information 
is  used  to  adjust  the  monthly  estimates  between  the  new  benchmark 
and  the  preceding  one  and  also  to  establish  the  level  of  employment  for 
thenewbenchmarkmonth.  Thus,  the  benchmarking  process  establishes 
the  level  of  employment,  and  the  sample  is  used  to  measure  the  month- 
to-month  changes  in  the  level  for  the  subsequent  months. 

Seasonal  adjustment.  Seasonal  adjustment  of  payroll  employment 
estimates  are  computed  by  aggregating  independently  adjusted  series. 
Revisions  of  historical  data  for  the  most  recent  5  years  are  made  once 
a  year,  coincident  with  annual  benchmark  adjustments.  Seasonally 
adjusted  payroll  employment  estimates  are  only  available  at  statewide 
levels  for  major  industry  divisions. 

Unemployment— from  the  CPS  and  LAUS  program 

Definitions.  The  unemployment  data  shown  in  this  release  are 
based  on  the  same  concepts  and  definitions  as  those  used  for  the 
official  national  estimates  obtained  from  the  CPS. 

Method  of  estimation.  For  1 1  large  states — California,  Florida, 
Illinois,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 


Carolina,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  Texas — and  two  substate  areas — 
New  York  City  and  the  Los  Angeles-Long  Beach  metropolitan  area — 
the  CPS  monthly  sample  size  is  sufficiently  large  to  obtain  the 
estimates  directly  from  the  survey.  For  the  remaining  39  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  all  other  substate  areas,  data  are  produced 
using  estimating  techniques  which  utilize  data  from  several  sources, 
including  the  CPS,  CES,  and  UI  data.  Descriptions  of  the  estimation 
procedures  for  states  and  areas  are  available  from  BLS  upon  request. 

Annual  revisions.  Unemployment  rates  shown  for  the  prior  year 
reflect  adjustments  made  at  the  end  of  each  year,  usually  with  January 
estimates.  Data  for  states  which  do  not  use  the  monthly  CPS  estimates 
directly  are  adjusted  annually  to  equal  the  CPS  annual  averages  for 
each  state,  usually  with  January  estimates.  Substate  area  data  are 
adjusted  to  revised  state  totals. 

Reliability  of  the  estimates 

The  estimates  presented  in  this  release  are  based  on  sample  survey 
and  administrative  data  and  thus  are  subject  to  sampling  and  other 
types  of  errors.  Sampling  error  is  a  measure  of  sampling  variability — 
that  is,  variation  that  occurs  by  chance  because  a  sample  rather  than  the 
entire  population  is  surveyed.  Survey  data  are  also  subject  to 
nonsampling  errors,  such  as  those  which  can  be  introduced  in  the  data 
collection  and  processing  operations.  Estimates  not  directly  derived 
from  sample  surveys  are  subject  to  additional  errors  resulting  from  the 
special  estimation  processes  used. 

Employment  estimates.  Although  measures  of  sampling  error  are 
not  available  for  state  CES  data,  the  relatively  large  size  of  the  samples 
maintained  by  the  state  agencies  and  the  annual  adjustment  of 
employment  estimates  to  more  recent  benchmark  levels  assure  a  high 
degree  of  accuracy.  One  measure  of  the  reliability  of  an  estimate 
projected  from  a  benchmark  is  the  absolute  amount  by  which  it  differs 
from  the  new  benchmark  at  the  next  adjustment  period.  Information 
on  recent  benchmark  revisions  for  states  is  available  upon  request. 

Unemployment  estimates.  Measures  of  sampling  error,  in  the 
form  of  the  standard  errors,  for  state  annual  average  estimates  derived 
from  the  CPS  are  available  in  the  annual  BLS  bulletin,  Geographic 
Profile  of  Employment  and  Unemployment.  Sampling  error  measures 
for  monthly  estimates  for  11  large  states  and  two  areas  obtained 
directly  from  the  CPS  are  available  upon  request.  Error  measures  are 
unavailable  for  substate  areas  but  are  undoubtedly  substantial  in  part 
because  of  the  small  size  of  many  areas.
